■  Maryville  Public  Safety

A  Maryville  High  School  assistant 
football  coach  may  have  been  unnec¬ 
essarily  maced  by  a  Maryville  Public 
Safety  officer  early  Sunday  morning. 

MatthewS.  Uhde,  24,  former  North¬ 
west  football  stand-out,  was  detained 
for  resisting  arrest  and  failure  to  com¬ 
ply  around  2:30  a.m. 

Uhde  said  once  he  agreed  to  com¬ 
ply  with  Wayne  Wilson,  Maryville  Pub¬ 
lic  Safety  officer,  he  was  maced. 

"Two  or  three  officers  grabbed  my 
arms  and  handcuffed  me  and  maced 
me,”  Uhde  said.  “I  turned  around  and 
was  maced  from  the  side;  I  had  my 
back  to  them.” 

Uhde  said  he  put  both  arms  behind 
his  back  and  at  least  one  hand  was  in 
cuffs  when  mace  was  used, 

Keith  Wood,  Maryville  Public  Safety 
director,  confirmed  Uhde  was  maced 
after  he  complied,  but  said  he  was  still 
"physically  resisting"  being  hand¬ 
cuffed. 

Wood  said  the  department’s  use  of 
its  force  policy  acts  on  a  continuum, 
beginning  with  verbal  commands.  He 
said  the  next  action  he  endorses  is  the 
use  of  mace. 

“While  I  hope  we  don’t  have  to  use

It  very  often,  it  de-escalates  a  lot  of  in¬ 
cidents  from  becoming  more  physi¬ 
cal, "Wood  said, 

Uhde  isn't  the  only  one  who  thinks 
he  shouldn’t  have  been  maced. 

Eye  witness  and  Bearcat  defensive 
end  Cole  D.  Sidwell,  21,  who  was  also 
arrested  for  failure  to  comply  and  the 
use  of  profanity  in  public,  said  he  was 
about  five  feet  away  when  Uhde  was 
maced. 

"The  cops  told  him  they  were  go¬ 
ing  to  mace  him  if  he  didn't  relax,” 
Sidwell  said.  "So  he  relaxed  and  they 
handcuffed  him.  When  they  turned 
him  around,  I  mean,  he  didn’t  even  see 
it  coming.  It  foamed  up  like  shaving 
cream  in  his  eyes.” 

Public  Safety  officers  were  re¬ 
sponding  to  a  complaint  of  a  loud 
party  above  Molly’s.  Upon  the  officers’ 
arrival,  about  50  people  were  at  the 
party. 

The  host  was  advised  to  shut  down 
die  party.  Uhde  said  he  was  asked  to 
leave,  but  told  an  officer  he  was  wait¬ 
ing  for  his  younger  brother. 

“He  said  ‘Leave  or  I’ll  take  you  to 


jail,”’  Uhde  said.  “I  told  him  again  that 
I  couldn’t  leave  without  my  brother 
and  he  said  I  was  going  to  jail  but 
wouldn’t  tell  me  why." 

James  D.  Uhde,  19,  Hiawatha,  Iowa, 
attempted  to  interfere  with  the  arrest 
of  his  brother  by  yelling  at  Wilson  and 
striking  him. 

According  to  Public  Safety  reports, 
Wilson  then  pushed  James  away. 
James  charged  Wilson,  grabbing  his 
shirt  and  tearing  the  collar.  He  was 
then  placed  under  arrest  for  obstruct¬ 
ing  an  officer,  resisdng  arrest  and  as¬ 
sault  on  an  officer,  according  to  the 
reports.  He  was  also  maced. 

Wood  said  the  party  disbursed  out¬ 
side  the  apartment,  where  the  arrests 
were  made.  He  estimated  between  150 
and  175  people  gathered  in  the  area. 

Due  to  the  large  number  of  people 
involved,  Public  Safety  officers  called 
for  backup  from  their  division  as  well 
as  the  Nodaway  County  Sheriff's  De¬ 
partment,  Northwest  Campus  Safety 
and  Missouri  Highway  Patrol. 

Wood  said  he  arrived  after  the  men 
were  in  jail.  He  said  about  25  people 


had  gathered  outside  the  jail  Inquiring 
about  the  arrests  at  about  2:45  a.m. 

After  further  investigation,  other 
summonses  for  the  incident  were  is¬ 
sued  Monday  to  Northwest  student 
Robert  J,  Brown,  2 1 ,  and  Bearcat  defen¬ 
sive  end  Adam  W.  Horn,  21,  both  of 
Maryville,  for  disorderly  conduct. 

"They  were  probably  some  of  the 
more  vocal  people  in  the  crowd  that 
were  failing  to  leave  the  area  as  in¬ 
structed  and  continued  to  be  very  vo¬ 
cal  and  resistive  toward  the  officers’ 
instructions.  They  were  told  to  leave 
several  times,"  Wood  said. 

“We  regret  that  it  happened,  but  to 
interfere  with  an  arrest  in  the  street,  it’s 
just  not  the  place  to  address  the  prob¬ 
lem.” 

Sidwell,  of  Maryville,  said  an  officer 
told  him  he  was  under  head  football 
coach  Mel  Tjeerdsma’s  supervision  and 
was  to  call  him  at  the  time  of  the  ar¬ 
rest. 

”1  think  that  may  in  fact  be  the  way 
it  took  place,”  Wood  said.  “If  it  is,  it 
would  probably  be  inappropriate  and 
it  would  be  more  appropriate  if  it  was 
the  athlete’s  decision.  I  do  know  that 
the  coach  was  called.” 

The  two  Northwest  football  players 
charged  were  reprimanded,  but  not 
required  to  miss  any  games. 

“Each  individual  has  been  dealt 
with,”  Tjeerdsma  said.  “There  were 
consequences,  but  I  didn’t  suspend  any 
of  them.  Everyone  is  different  and  in 
this  case  there’s  lots  of  conflicting  re¬ 
ports  from  a  lot  of  different  people.  It’s 
very  distracting." 

Wood  said  details  of  the  case  are  still 
under  investigation.

Loss  of  power 
inconveniences 
staff,  students 

A  blown  fluid-fueled  switch 
in  the  Student  Union  caused  a 
brownout  and  an  eventual  to¬ 
tal  power  outage  Wednesday. 

The  Union,  North/South 
Complex  and  the  Administra¬ 
tion  Building  lost  all  power  for 
approximately  two  hours  over 
the  noon  hour,  while  other 
buildings  were  only  briefly  af¬ 
fected  by  the  loss  of  power,  said 
Jim  Barlow,  director  of  environ¬ 
mental  services. 

Dining  facilities  in  the 
Union  and  Administration 
Building  were  forced  to  operate 
on  the  power  of  generators 
while  the  problem  was  being 
fixed. 

Barlow  said  no  wires  were 
fried,  and  the  campus  was  back 
to  full  power  by  1  p.m. 


School  district 
dismisses  coach 

Matthew  Uhde  was  working  as  an  assis¬ 
tant  coach  with  Maryville  High  School’s  foot¬ 
ball  team  until  Tuesday.  Udhe  was  also 
scheduled  to  begin  student  teaching  at  the 
high  school  soon. 

He  was  charged  with  resisting  arrest  and 
failure  to  comply  with  an  officer  Sunday. 

Uhde  said  he  was  informed  Tliesday  that 
superintendent  Gary  Bell  made  the  decision 
he  would  no  longer  be  filling  those  positions. 

"They  really  jumped  the  gun  when  they 
decided  to  get  rid  of  me,”  he  said.  “They  made 
it  seem  like  I  was  guilty  before  I  even  went  to 
court.” 

Bell  had  no  comment  on  the  situation. 

Uhde  has  worked  with  the  Spoofhound 
team  and  coaching  staff  since  summer  camp, 
before  this  season,  as  a  tight  end  and  defen¬ 
sive  line  coach.  He  played  defensive  end  for 
the  Bearcats  from  1992-1996,  and  in  1996  was 
a  first  team  all-American  selection. 

"He  brought  a  lot  of  young  enthusiasm 
and  experience,”  said  Brian  Lohafer,  ’Hounds 
defensive  coordinator.  “The  kids  saw  him 
play  for  Northwest  so  they  sort  of  knew  him.” 

Lohafer  worked  closely  with  Uhde  but 
said  he  could  not  comment  on  his  termina¬ 
tion. 

Adam  Jones,  ’Hounds  senior  running 
back,  said  Uhde’s  experience  and  outlook 
were  huge  assets  to  the  team. 

“From  his  past,  he  showed  our  coaches 
different  drills  we  could  use  to  work  on  skills 
and  that  helped  a  lot,”  Jones  said.  “When  the 
team  wasn't  doing  so  well,  he  was  always 
there  to  pick  us  up.  We  lost  a  great  coach.”

Car  accidents 
preventable 


The  tragic  car  accidents  that 
have  befallen  Maryville  within 
the  last  three  months  may  have 
been  preventable. 

Saturday  a  driver  ran  a  stop 
sign  at  the  intersection  of  U.S. 
Highway  71  and  Business  71 
near  the  Kawasaki  Motors 
Manufacturing  Corp.  The 
vehicle  crossed  the  path  of  a 
northbound  minivan  and 
resulted  in  two  deaths  and 
several  serious 
injuries.

accidents  outside  of

MpljfflBljj 

Measures  can  be 
taken  to  prevent 
these  accidents. 

First  of  all,  a  stop 
light  needs  to  be  installed  at  the 
intersection  near  Kawasaki.  Stop 
lights  are  more  visible  than  stop 
signs  and  can  be  seen  from  a 
greater  distance. 

The  Missouri  Department  of 
Transportation  and  our  local 
highway  department  need  to 
consider  this  suggestion. 

Second,  reducing  the  speed 
limit  on  the  bypass  could  only 
decrease  the  severity  of  acci¬ 
dents.  The  reduced  speed  limit 
zone  should  begin  half  a  mile 
south  of  the  Maryville  city  limits

Stroller’s  parking 
solution  not  doable 

Dear  Editor, 

Throughout  my  three  years  at 
Northwest,  I  have  always  believed 
that  the  various  Strollers  have 
always  had  their  finger  on  the  pulse 
of  the  campus.  I  still  believe  that, 
but  in  reference  to  last  week’s 
article  on  campus  parking,  I  believe 
that  I  can  help  clear  up  some 
misunders  landings. 

I  have  been  a  member  of  the 
Traffic  Court  and  the  Parking 
Advisory  Committee  for  the  past 
two  years,  so  I  do  have  quite  a  bit  of 
insight  into  parking  issues  on  this 
campus.  To  my  knowledge,  I  know 
more  truth  about  parking  than  any 
other  student  on  campus  does. 

Many  people  believe  that  the 
best  solution  to  our  parking 
problems  is  to  build  a  parking 
garage,  and  I  tend  to  agree  with 
them.  The  PAC  has  looked  into  the 
feasibility  of  a  three  to  four  level 
garage.  Despite  the  fact  that  such  a 
structure  would  help  relieve  some 
parking  congestion,  there  are  many 
problems  associated  with  building 
a  parking  garage. 

First  of  all,  we  have  not  been 
able  to  find  a  suitable  place  for  this 
structure.  There  is  also  the  fact  that 
we  simply  could  not  afford  the  cost 
of  a  parking  garage.  According  to 
RayCourter,  University  vice 
president  of  finance,  a  garage 
would  cost  $1,100-$1,500  per 
space.  At  100  spaces  per  level,  the 
University  simply  does  not  have 
the  funds  available  to  build  a

$500,000  parking  garage. 

It  is  true  that  100  commuter 
spaces  were  removed  from  the 
parking  lot  behind  Valk.  This  was 
done  because  Perrin  Hall  was 
reopened,  and  those  girls  need  to 
park  somewhere. 

Since  South  Complex  is  closed, 
there  are  now  100  commuter 
spaces  in  the  resident  parking  lot 
across  the  street  from  the  Armory, 1 
so  there  was  no  loss  in  total 
commuter  spaces.

How  would  your  life  be  different  if 
you  woke  up  tomorrow  and  there  was 
absolutely  no  prejudice?  This  is  not  a 
question  many  of  us  ponder  on  a 
daily  basis,  but  it  is  something  we 
should  all  take  a  moment  to  think 
about. 

This,  and  many  other  thought 
provoking  questions  were  the  issues 
discussed  at  the  diversity  awareness 
program  Sunday.  Student  leaders 
gathered  for  “A  Campus  of  Differ¬ 
ence,’’  sponsored  by  the  Anti- 
Defamation  League,  A  World  of 
Difference  Institute  to  discuss 
diversity  issues  and  try  to  answer 
questions  such  as  this  one. 

The  institute  is  a  not-for-profit 
organization  dedicated  to  defending 
democratic  Ideals,  civil  rights  and 
combating  discrimination  and 
bigotry  of  all  kinds.  "A  Campus  of 
Difference"  alms  to  teach  people  to 
value,  manage  and  celebrate  diver¬ 
sity. 

Why  is  this  program  significant?  In 
order  to  maintain  a  healthy  and 
productive  campus  community  we 
must  create  environments  that  will 
allow  students,  faculty,  staff  and 
administrators  to  grow  on  both  a 


professional  and  personal  level. 

Diversity  exists  in  these  environ¬ 
ments  when  people  in  a  group  of  two 
or  more  see  themselves  as  being 
different  from  one  another. 

The  facilitators  of  the  program 
encouraged  students  to  evaluate 
their  reactions  to  different  social 
environments  and  interact,  share 
their  thoughts  and  express  their 
feelings  concerning  diversity  on  our 
campus  in  the  community  of 
Maryville. 

As  one  of  the  students,  I  found  the 
program  was  very  eye-opening,  and  I 
feel  that  it  allowed  everyone  in 
attendance  to  heighten  his  awareness 
of  the  social  Issues  surrounding 
diversity  in  a  small  Midwestern  town.

Students  discuss  diversity 


■  Leaders,  officials 

expand  awareness, 
examine  stereotypes

Studying  on  a  campus  where  di¬ 
versity  is  growing,  awareness  of 
other  cultures  is  becoming  essential 
to  everyday  life  for  Northwest  stu¬ 
dents. 

A  Campus  of  Difference  came  to 
Northwest  for  the  first  time  Sunday 
and  Monday  to  enable  students  ana 
administrators  to  examine  stereo¬ 
types,  expand  cultural  awareness, 
explore  the  value  of  diversity  and 
combat  anti-semitism,  racism  and 
other  forms  of  bigotry. 

The  workshop  gave  participants 
an  opportunity  to  think  about  their 
ideas  and  beliefs  and  examine  their 


perceptions  of  themselves  and  of 
others. 

Student  leaders  were  invited  to 
attend  the  Sunday  workshop  so  they 
could  influence  others  in  their 
groups. 

"The  purpose  of  this  program  is 
to  help  students  deal  with 
multicultural  issues  and  talk  about 
their  feelings,”  said  Bryan  Vanosdale, 
campus  activities  director. 

There  was  a  great  deal  of  group 
interaction  during  the  workshop 
that  challenged  students  to  think 
about  their  knowledge  of  other  cul¬ 
tures  as  well  as  their  own. 

A  video  “Eye  of  the  Beholder”  fea¬ 
turing  Jane  Elliott’s  workshop  on 
prejudice  was  shown  to  students  to 
give  them  a  sense  of  what  it  feels  like 
to  be  inferior. 

The  video  featured  an  experi¬ 
ment  called  "Blue  Eyes/Brown  Eyes” 
where  third  grade  children  were  di¬ 


vided  into  "inferior”  and  "superior” 
groups  based  on  the  color  of  their 
eyes. 

Attitudes,  behavior  and  perfor¬ 
mances  measurably  changed  as  the 
students  suffered  segregation,  dis¬ 
crimination  and  prejudice. 

After  the  video,  students  were 
asked  to  write  what  individuals,  or¬ 
ganizations  and  the  campus  could 
do  to  address  diversity. 

Students  had  many  ideas  as  to 
how  University  administration  could 
help. 

“I  think  the  administrators  could 
encourage  students  to  get  involved 
with  different  cultural  events  and 
activities  instead  of  separating 
them,”  pre-med  major  Tyrone  Bates, 
said. 

“They  should  find  something  ev¬ 
eryone  has  in  common  so  everyone 
can  attend.  I  also  think  teachers 
could  be  more  objective  and  speak 


out  instead  of  hiding  their  opinions." 

Students  also  had  ideas  as  to  how 
they  could  change  participation  on 
an  individual  basis. 

"Individuals  cannot  be  afraid  to 
start  making  a  difference  or  being 
judged,"  English  major  Jealaine 
Vaccaro,  said.  "They  should  be  ap¬ 
plauded  for  their  efforts.  Individuals 
cannot  assume  though  that  other 
people  are  always  going  to  take  the 
initiative.” 

Vanosdale  said  he  is  thinking  of 
bringing  the  program  back  next  year 
and  including  more  students  since 
only  student  leaders  and  adminis¬ 
trators  participated  in  this  year’s 
workshop. 

"I  think  we  should  have  the  gen¬ 
eral  student  population  participat¬ 
ing  also,”  Jason  Greer,  education 
major  said.  "The  higher  number  of 
students  that  are  involved,  the  more 
things  get  accomplished.”

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Cable  company 
could  have  rivals

Although  the  Maryville  City 
Council  decided  to  renew  the 
contract  with  Classic  Cable  Fri¬ 
day  for  another  month,  the  nego¬ 
tiations  between  both  parties  will 
continue. 

The  original  Classic  Cable 
franchise  will  expire  Saturday,  but 
the  city  temporarily  renewed  the 
contract  on  a  monthly  basis. 

Classic  Cable  sent  a  letter  to 
the  city  administration  address¬ 
ing  City  Manager  David  Angerer’s 
questions  about  the  possible 
technical  rebuilding  of  the 
Maryville  cable  system. 

Angerer  had  requested  infor¬ 
mation  about  the  new  cable  lines. 
Classic  Cable  agreed  to  replace 
the  current  cable  lines  with  tire 
latest  technology  cable  lines,  said 
Gil  Nichols,  vice  president  of 
Classic  Cable  operations.  The  ci  ty 
administration  will  be  notified 
early  next  week. 

Nita  Basgall,  Classic  Cable  re¬ 
gional  manager,  said  the  com¬ 
pany  is  attempting  to  replace  the 
cable  lines  to  provide  78  channels 
and  a  better  quality  picuire. 

"The  one  reason  that  this  sys¬ 
tem  does  need  an  upgrade  is  that 
we're  out  of  channel  space,  and  in 
order  to  get  additional  channel 
space,  we  need  to  go  through, 
upgrade  the  electronics  and  up¬ 
grade  the  cable  plant  itself,” 
Basgall  said. 

Two  other  cable  companies 
had  an  interest  in  the  Maryville 
cable  market. 

The  interested  companies 
were  St.  Joseph  Cablevision, 
which  offers  56  channels  for 
$25.37  in  the  St.  Joseph  area,  and 
NW  Communications,  which  of¬ 
fers  27  channels  for$13.50  in  Gra¬ 
ham,  Maitland  and  Skidmore. 
Representatives  from  both  com¬ 
panies  have  talked  with  Angerer 
in  past  years. 

However,  both  companies 
stopped  negotiations  with 
Maryville  because  of  the  high  cost 
of  building  new  cable  lines,  the 
companies’  officials  said. 

Still,  Bruce  Copsey,  secretary 
of  NW  Communications,  indi¬ 
cated  there  may  be  a  chance  of 
coming  back  to  negotiate  with 
Maryville,  saying,  “I  don’t  know  if 
it’s  definitely ‘no’.’’  ,, 

Basgall  and  Nicliols  said  they 
were  not  aware  Classic  Cable  may 
have  local  competitors.

nels  for  $30.45  per  month,  a 
higher  price  than  area  competi¬ 
tors.  Nichols  explained  it  is  less 
expensive  to  add  channels  when 
there  are  more  subscribers. 

Angerer  pointed  out  even  a 
city  smaller  than  Maryville  is  of¬ 
fered  lower  prices. 

Rock  Port  Cablevision  in  Rock 
Port  offers  32  channels  for  $15.95 
per  month.  Channels  such  as 
ESPN2  and  VH1  First — channels 
Classic  Cable  does  not  provide. 

Nichols  said  although  he  does 
not  know  what  other  companies 
offer,  Classic  Cable  provides 
other  services  to  customers  such 
as  a  24-hour  customer  center  and 
local  high  school  scholarships. 

Basgall  said  she  hopes  the  pro¬ 
posals  from  Classic  Cable  will  be 
accepted  by  city  officials. 

She  said  there  would  not  be 
any  price  increase  for  technology 
rebuilding  or  residential  custom¬ 
ers  during  the  next  month. 

Although  Angerer  said 
Maryville  appealed  the  negotia¬ 
tions  to  the  Federal  Communica¬ 
tions  Commission,  Basgall  said 
the  FCC  has  not  been  involved. 

Nichols,  and  Angerer  agree  the  , 
'  FCC  may  be  involved  in  negotia¬ 
tions  if  both  parties  cannot  come 
to  a  consensus  by  November.

Mexico  university  starts  online  exchange  with  Northwest

Without  going  abroad,  North¬ 
west  students  will  be  able  to  take 
foreign  classes  in  English  via  the 
Internet  starting  next  summer. 

Pablo  Longoria,  Universidad 
Regiomontana,  president  in 
Monterrey,  Mexico,  made  an  agree¬ 
ment  with  Northwest  administra¬ 
tors  Monday  that  the  universities 
will  exchange  online  courses. 

Longoria,  who  visited  Northwest 


Friday  through  Hiesday,  said  North¬ 
west  students  will  be  able  to  take 
Regiomontana’s  business  classes  on 
the  Internet  in  Spanish  or  English  in 
the  summer  of  1999. 

In  exchange,  starting  in  January 
1999,  Northwest  will  offer  three 
classes,  finance,  music  and  philoso¬ 
phy  via  the  Internet,'  and 
Regiomontana  faculty  will  translate 
some  of  the  courses  into  Spanish. 

"This  is  very  good  not  only  for 
Mexico  but  for  the  United  States  be¬ 
cause  we  have  many,  many  Spanish 


speaking  citizens  in  this  country  that 
would  benefit  from  that,”  University 
President  Dean  Hubbard  said. 

The  idea  for  the  online  courses  is 
part  of  a  consortium  program,  called 
Colorado  Electronic  Community 
College.  Northwest  and  12  Colorado 
community  colleges  have  been  de¬ 
veloping  the  consortium,  and 
Regiomontanai  was  added  to  the  list 
of  participants  during  a  meeting 
Monday  in  Denver. 

Northwest  made  an  agreement 
with  the  community  colleges  that

their  students  who  have  completed 
two-year  business  programs  will  be 
■  accepted  at  Northwest  to  pursue 
additional  study. 

Although  Northwest  is  not  an  of¬ 
ficial  member  of  the  consortium 
program,  Hubbard  said  Northwest’s 
aim  is  to  become  a  formal  member 
to  help  develop  the  program  in  the 
future.

■  Maryville  Public  Safety

A  Maryville  High  School  assistant 
football  coach  may  have  been  unnec¬ 
essarily  maced  by  a  Maryville  Public 
Safety  officer  early  Sunday  morning. 

MatthewS.  Uhde,  24,  former  North¬ 
west  football  stand-out,  was  detained 
for  resisting  arrest  and  failure  to  com¬ 
ply  around  2:30  a.m. 

Uhde  said  once  he  agreed  to  com¬ 
ply  with  Wayne  Wilson,  Maryville  Pub¬ 
lic  Safety  officer,  he  was  maced. 

“TWo  or  three  officers  grabbed  my 
arms  and  handcuffed  me  and  maced 
me,"  Uhde  said.  “I  turned  around  and 
was  maced  from  the  side;  I  had  my 
back  to  them.” 

Uhde  said  he  put  both  arms  behind 
his  back  and  at  least  one  hand  was  in 
cuffs  when  mace  was  used. 

Keith  Wood,  Maryville  Public  Safety 
director,  confirmed  Uhde  was  maced 
after  he  complied,  but  said  he  was  still 
"physically  resisting"  being  hand¬ 
cuffed. 

Wood  said  the  department’s  use  of 
its  force  policy  acts  on  a  continuum, 
beginning  with  verbal  commands.  He 
said  the  next  action  he  endorses  is  the 
use  of  mace. 

"While  I  hope  we  don’t  have  to  use

it  very  often,  it  de-escalates  a  lot  of  in¬ 
cidents  from  becoming  more  physi¬ 
cal,”  Wood  said. 

Uhde  isn’t  the  only  one  who  thinks 
he  shouldn’t  have  been  maced. 

Eye  witness  and  Bearcat  defensive 
end  Cole  D.  Sidwell,  21,  who  was  also 
arrested  for  failure  to  comply  and  the 
use  of  profanity  in  public,  said  he  was 
about  five  feet  away  when  Uhde  was 
maced. 

“The  cops  told  him  they  were  go¬ 
ing  to  mace  him  if  he  didn’t  relax," 
Sidwell  said.  “So  he  relaxed  and  they 
handcuffed  him.  When  they  turned 
him  around,  I  mean,  he  didn’t  even  see 
it  coming.  It  foamed  up  like  shaving 
cream  in  his  eyes.” 

Public  Safety  officers  were  re¬ 
sponding  to  a  complaint  of  a  loud 
party  above  Molly’s.  Upon  the  officers’ 
arrival,  about  50  people  were  at  the 
party. 

The  host  was  advised  to  shut  down 
the  party.  Uhde  said  he  was  asked  to 
leave,  but  told  an  officer  he  was  wait¬ 
ing  for  his  younger  brother. 

“He  said  ‘Leave  or  I'll  take  you  to 


jail,’"  Uhde  said.  "1  told  him  again  that 
I  couldn’t  leave  without  my  brother 
and  he  said  I  was  going  to  jail  but 
wouldn’t  tell  me  why.” 

James  D.  Uhde,  19,  Hiawatha,  Iowa, 
attempted  to  interfere  with  the  arrest 
of  his  brother  by  yelling  at  Wilson  and 
striking  him. 

According  to  Public  Safety  reports, 
Wilson  then  pushed  James  away. 
James  charged  Wilson,  grabbing  his 
shirt  and  tearing  the  collar.  He  was 
then  placed  under  arrest  for  obstruct¬ 
ing  an  officer,  resisting  arrest  and  as¬ 
sault  on  an  officer,  according  to  the 
reports.  He  was  also  maced. 

Wood  said  the  party  disbursed  out¬ 
side  the  apartment,  where  the  arrests 
were  made.  He  estimated  between  150 
and  175  people  gathered  in  the  area. 

Due  to  the  large  number  of  people 
involved,  Public  Safety  officers  called 
for  backup  from  their  division  as  well 
as  the  Nodaway  County  Sheriff’s  De¬ 
partment,  Northwest  Campus  Safety 
and  Missouri  Highway  Patrol. 

Wood  said  he  arrived  after  the  men 
were  in  jail.  He  said  about  25  people

The  tragic  car  accidents  that 
have  befallen  Maryville  within 
the  last  three  months  may  have 
been  preventable.

Measures  can  be  OwgriM 

taken  to  prevent 
these  accidents. 

First  of  all,  a  stop 
light  needs  to  be  installed  at  the 
intersection  near  Kawasaki.  Stop 
lights  are  more  visible  than  stop 
signs  and  can  be  seen  from  a 
greater  distance. 

The  Missouri  Department  of 
Transportation  and  Our  local 
highway  department  need  to 
consider  this  suggestion. 

Second,  reducing  the  speed 
limit  on  the  bypass  could  only 
decrease  the  severity  of  acci¬ 
dents.  The  reduced  speed  limit 
zone  should  begin  half  a  mile 
south  of  the  Maryville  city  limits

Many  people  believe  that  the 
best  solution  to  our  parking 
problems  is  to  build  a  parking 
garage,  and  I  tend  to  agree  with 
them.  The  PAC  has  looked  into  the 
feasibility  of  a  three  to  four  level 
garage.  Despite  the  fact  that  such  a 
structure  would  help  relieve  some 
parking  congestion,  there  are  many 
problems  associated  with  building 
a  parking  garage. 

First  of  all,  we  have  not  been 
able  to  find  a  suitable  place  for  this 
structure.  There  is  also  the  fact  that 
we  simply  could  not  afford  the  cost 
of  a  parking  garage.  According  to 
RayCourter,  University  vice 
president  of  finance,  a  garage 
would  cost  $1,100-$1, 500  per 
space.

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Students  discuss  diversity

expand  awareness, 
examine  stereotypes

Studying  on  a  campus  where  di¬ 
versity  is  growing,  awareness  of 
other  cultures  is  becoming  essential 
to  everyday  life  for  Northwest  stu¬ 
dents. 

A  Campus  of  Difference  came  to 
Northwest  for  the  first  time  Sunday 
and  Monday  to  enable  students  ana 
administrators  to  examine  stereo¬ 
types,  expand  cultural  awareness, 
explore  the  value  of  diversity  and 
combat  anti-semitism,  racism  and 
other  forms  of  bigotry. 

The  workshop  gave  participants 
an  opportunity  to  think  about  their 
ideas  and  beliefs  and  examine  their 


perceptions  of  themselves  and  of 
others. 

Student  leaders  were  invited  to 
attend  the  Sunday  workshop  so  they 
could  influence  others  in  their 
groups. 

"The  purpose  of  this  program  is 
to  help  students  deal  with 
multicultural  issues  and  talk  about 
their  feelings,"  said  Bryan  Vanosdale, 
campus  activities  director. 

There  was  a  great  deal  of  group 
interaction  during  the  workshop 
that  challenged  students  to  think 
about  their  knowledge  of  other  cul¬ 
tures  as  well  as  their  own. 

A  video  “Eye  of  the  Beholder”  fea¬ 
turing  Jane  Elliott’s  workshop  on 
prejudice  was  shown  to  students  to 
give  them  a  sense  of  what  it  feels  like 
to  be  inferior. 

The  video  featured  an  experi¬ 
ment  called  “Blue  Eyes/Brown  Eyes” 
where  third  grade  children  were  di¬ 


vided  Into  "Inferior”  and  "superior” 
groups  based  on  the  color  of  their 
eyes. 

Attitudes,  behavior  and  perfor¬ 
mances  measurably  changed  as  the 
students  suffered  segregation,  dis¬ 
crimination  and  prejudice. 

After  the  video,  students  were 
asked  to  write  what  individuals,  or¬ 
ganizations  and  the  campus  could 
do  to  address  diversity. 

Students  had  many  ideas  as  to 
how  University  administration  could 
help. 

"I  think  the  administrators  could 
encourage  students  to  get  involved 
with  different  cultural  events  and 
activities  instead  of  separating 
them,”  pre-med  majorTyrone  Bates, 
said. 

“They  should  find  something  ev¬ 
eryone  has  in  common  so  everyone 
can  attend.  I  also  think  teachers 
could  be  more  objective  and  speak 


out  instead  of  hiding  their  opinions." 

Students  also  had  ideas  as  to  how 
they  could  change  participation  on 
an  individual  basis. 

“Individuals  cannot  be  afraid  to 
start  making  a  difference  or  being 
judged,”  English  major  Jealaine 
Vaccaro,  said.  “They  should  be  ap¬ 
plauded  for  their  efforts.  Individuals 
cannot  assume  though  that  other 
people  are  always  going  to  take  the 
initiative.” 

Vanosdale  said  he  is  thinking  of 
bringing  the  program  back  next  year 
and  including  more  students  since 
only  student  leaders  and  adminis¬ 
trators  participated  in  this  year’s 
workshop. 

“I  think  we  should  have  the  gen¬ 
eral  student  population  participat¬ 
ing  also,”  Jason  Greer,  education 
major  said.  “The  higher  number  of 
students  that  are  involved,  the  more 
things  get  accomplished."

When  Susan  was  a  RA,  only  a  por¬ 
tion  of  her  room  and  board  was  paid 
for.  Only  the  head  counselor’s  total 
room  and  board  was  paid  for  in  1969. 
Now  the  RA's  room  and  board  is  cov¬ 
ered  by  the  school. 

In  addition  to  Susan’s  time  spent 
as  a  RA,  she  was  also  vice  president 
of  American  Women’s  Society,  which 
led  to  a  significant  modification  to 
the  women’s  residence  halls.

Congratulations 
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Cable  company 
could  have  rivals

Although  the  Maryville  City 
Council  decided  to  renew  the 
contract  with  Classic  Cable  Fri¬ 
day  for  another  month,  the  nego¬ 
tiations  between  both  parties  will 
continue. 

The  original  Classic  Cable 
franchise  will  expire  Saturday,  but 
the  city  temporarily  renewed  the 
contract  on  a  monthly  basis. 

Classic  Cable  sent  a  letter  to 
the  city  administration  address¬ 
ing  City  Manager  David  Angerer’s 
questions  about  the  possible 
technical  rebuilding  of  the 
Maryville  cable  system. 

Angerer  had  requested  infor¬ 
mation  about  the  new  cable  lines. 
Classic  Cable  agreed  to  replace 
the  current  cable  lines  with  the 
latest  technology  cable  lines,  said 
Gil  Nichols,  vice  president  of 
Classic  Cable  operations.  The  city 
administration  will  be  notified 
early  next  week. 

Nita  Basgall,  Classic  Cable  re¬ 
gional  manager,  said  the  com¬ 
pany  is  attempting  to  replace  the 
cable  lines  to  provide  78  channels 
and  a  better  quality  picture. 

"The  one  reason  that  this  sys¬ 
tem  does  need  an  upgrade  is  that 
we’re  out  of  channel  space,  and  in 
order  to  get  additional  channel 
space,  we  need  to  go  through,, 
upgrade  the  electronics  and  up- , 
grade  the  cable  plant  itself,” . 
Basgall  said. 

Two  other  cable  companies 
had  an  interest  in  the  Maryville 
cable  market. 

The  interested  companies 
were  St.  Joseph  Cablevisiori,  ; 
which  offers  56  channels  for' 
$25.37  in  the  St.  Joseph  area,  and 
NW  Communications,  which  of¬ 
fers  27  channels  for  $13.50  in  Gra¬ 
ham,  Maitland  and  Skidmore. 
Representatives  from  both  com¬ 
panies  have  talked  with  Angerer 
in  past  years. 

However,  both  companies 
stopped  negotiations  with 
Maryville  because  of  the  high  cost 
of  building  new  cable  lines,  the 
companies’  officials  said. 

Still,  Bruce  Copsey,  secretary 
of  NW  Communications,  indi¬ 
cated  there  may  be  a  chance  of 
coming  back  to  negotiate  with  . 
Maryville,  saying,  "I  don’t  know  if 
it’s  definitely  ‘no’.”  , 

Basgall  and  Nichols  said  they 
were  not  aware  Classic  Cable  may 
have  local  competitors.

:  nels  for  $30.45  per  month,  a 
higher  price  than  area  competi¬ 
tors.  Nichols  explained  it  is  less 
expensive  to  add  channels  when 
there  are  more  subscribers. 

Angerer  pointed  out  even  a 
city  smaller  than  Maryville  is  of¬ 
fered  lower  prices. 

Rock  Port  Cablevision  in  Rock 
Port  offers  32  channels  for  $15.95 
per  month.  Channels  such  as 
ESPN2  and  VH1  First — channels 
Classic  Cable  does  not  provide. 

Nichols  said  although  he  does 
not  know  what  other  companies 
offer,  Classic  Cable  provides 
other  services  to  customers  such 
as  a  24-hour  customer  center  and 
local  high  school  scholarships.  . 

Basgall  said  she  hopes  the  pro¬ 
posals  from  Classic  Cable  will  be 
accepted  by  city  officials. 

She  said  there  would  not  be 
any  price  increase  for  technology 
rebuilding  or  residential  custom¬ 
ers  during  the  next  month. 

Although  Angerer  said 
Maryville  appealed  the  negotia¬ 
tions  to  the  Federal  Communica¬ 
tions  Commission,  Basgall  said 
the  FCC  has  not  been  involved,  , 

Nichols  and  Angerer  agree  the 
FCC  may  be  involved  in  negotia¬ 
tions  if  both  parties  cannot  come 
to  a  consensus  by  November.

A  weekend  automobile  accident  in  Maryville  re¬ 
sulted  in  two  fatalities, 

Billy  J.  Vinzant  Sr.,  45,  of  Maryville  and  Shirley 
Vette,  71,  of  Tarkio,  were  pronounced  dead  at  the 
scene  of  the  accident  Saturday  afternoon. 

Kathleen  Vette  was  driving  with  her  sister  south¬ 
bound  on  Main  Street.  She  failed  to  stop  at  a  posted 
sign  and  drove  into  the  path  of  Vinzant  and  his  fam¬ 
ily  traveling  north  on  U.S.  Highway  71,  near  the 
Kawasaki  Motors  Manufacturing  Corp.,  according  to 
Maryville  Public  Safety  reports. 

"It  was  not  a  complex  accident,  even  though  the 
results  were  very  serious,"  said  Keith  Wood,  Public 
Safety  director.  "It  was  not  difficult  to  determine  what 
happened  in  this  very  traumatic  accident.” 

Passengers  Wanda  Vinzant,  42,  Maryville  and  the 
couple’s  18-year-old  son  Billy  J.  Vinzant  Jr.  were  trans¬ 
ferred  from  St.  Francis  Hospital  and  Health  Services 
to  Heartland  Regional  Medical  Center  in  St.  Joseph. 
Wanda  was  listed  in  stable  condition  Tuesday. 

Billy  Jr.  was  released  from  the  hospital  Monday. 

Tina  Vinzant,  21,  Maryville,  was  treated  and  re¬ 
leased  from  St.  Francis. 

Driver  Kathleen  Vette  was  also  transferred  to 
Heartland.  She  remained  in  stable  condition  TUesday. 

None  of  the  parties  involved  were  wearing  seat 
belts,  according  to  Wood.

After  winning  the  first  two 
games  of  its  season,  the 
Spoofhounds  football  team  is 
keeping  up  with  the  competi¬ 
tion  in  the  Midland  Empire 
Conference. 

"We’re  right  in  the  middle 
of  the  race,”  head  coach 
Chuck  Lliteras  said.

The  'Hounds  will  take  their 
2-0  record  to  Cameron  for  an 
MEC  game  at  7  p.m.

Although  the  Bulldogs  are 
0-2,  the  ’Hounds  know  they 
will  face  tough  competition. 

“We’re  going  to  prepare  for 
them  like  any  other  game,” 
senior  running  back  Mike 
Nanninga  said.

Lliteras  said  Cameron  is 
very  capable  of  playing  at  the 
level  of  the  MEC. 

“Our  focus  is  stricdy  on  get¬ 
ting  better  this  week,  and  mak¬ 
ing  sure  that  we  don’t  under¬ 
estimate  Cameron,”  Lliteras 
said.

Cameron  began  its  season 
by  losing  to  Platte  County  in  a 
close  game,  before  losing  16-8 
to  Lafayette  last  week.

The  Maryville  volleyball  team 
started  fast  against  Benton,  but 
could  not  capitalize  on  early  mo¬ 
mentum  Tuesday  night.
